ment of resources and was inde- 
fatigable in his defence of handing 
over thousands of square miles of 
timber, mineral, and, above all, 
hydro-electric resources to Mr. 
Wenner-Gren and his associates. 
After the roof fell in on Peace 
River Development Company—and 
the B.C. Electric Company — on 
August 1, 1961, the government 
eventually paid Peace River Devel- 
opment about 88 millions for ex- 
penditures which the company had 
actually made on the project.

which the government took over 
and made the basis of its own plans. 
So far as most British Colum- 
bians are concerned, this was all 
the company was legally entitled to 
receive. There -were $8 millions 
spent and $8 millions repaid and 
the deal was called off. It must.be 
recognized, however, that the Peace 
River Development backers did lose 
through placing their faith in Mr. 
Wenner-Gren and Mr. Bennett. The 
most important thing they lost.was 
the return on their $8 millions over 
a number of years which would 
have been realized had the money 
been invested elsewhere. 
Interestingly enough the Wen- 
ner-Gren interests turned. a fit 
on the deal. “When Peace River 
Development was capitalized it was 
on a basis of $1 per share, except 
for the Wenner-Gren group, which 
received three shares for each dol- 
lar of the $2.7 millions which had 
already been spent on the project. 
Since each share returned the back- 
ers 57 cents, the Wenner-Gren in- 
terests got back about $4.5 millions. 
Additionally, of course, the Wenner- 
Gren group received mineral and 
forest resources whose value has 
never been accurately assessed. 
Peace River Development Com- 
soy is about to pass into history 
t it leaves behind it a legacy of 
bitterness that still lingers on in the 
minds of thousands of investors 
who, through various other com- 
panies, put funds into the Wenner- 
Gren vision only to see it dissolved 
at the stroke of a pen. 5 
British Columbians can be 
thankful they are well out of the 
debacle which Premier Bennett was 
leading them into in 1957, but they 
can hardly be proud of the reputa- 
tion their province gained in the 
process. 


Clear Slums 


The fact is that we have proper- 
ties in Victoria which are definitely 
substandard. They are no cause for 
pride either to owners or to the 
authorities, 

Vancouver, with similar and 
often worse accommodation, has 
called it by the familiar name—and 
has done something about it. That 
city is now embarked upon the 
second phase of its slum-clearance 


rogram. 

In Victoria, where, even with 
euphemisms, a lot is to be desired 
in’ improved housing, the replace- 
ment job remains a very interesting 
conversation piece, 

Town-planners have pointed the 
Way to reduce the condition in 
certain specific localities through 
urban renewal largely financed by 
senior governments. That, also, 
makes conversation. But talk does 
not clear away the undesirable and 
replace it with something better. 

In the meantime, while the 
issue remains a matter of vocal 
exercise here, the same condition 
noted by the Town and Country 
Planning: Association in Britain con- 
tinues in Greater Victoria. We, too, 
have our “twilight houses” and they 
are sinking to a lower classification. 

Just conceivably the point might 
be made to the couneil that it is 
later than the members think.

Little Warning or None on the Poisons | 


N a review of the insecticide-wild life 
] syndrome six weeks ago, this column 
expressed a cautious note of optimism 
that perhaps the worst 
was over. During the 
past winter the drum &@ 
beating for the more § 
volatile polsons had 
been less noticeable, 
Throughout the farm 
seminars— and short 
courses, great stress 
was laid upon insecti- 
cide label reading. 

“Please, oh please,” 
the experts tmplored Gray 
with one voice, “read the label and fol- 


low diyections. Be careful.” 


Pious Fraud 


As this was the first time a public 
outcry had indicated there was any rea- 
son for carefulmess, hope for the sur- 
vival of insectiverous. birds seemed to 
be justified. This is a qualification of 
that cautious note of optimism. A check 
at the consumer level indicates that the 
whole “read the label” campaign is a 
pious fraud. 

On not a single label, of a single in- 
secticide, discoverable in a two - day 
search, was there a single reference to 
the danger to birds, fish or useful insects 
from the use of any chémical spray. The 
search took me through every import- 
ant Insecticide sales outlet In Calgary. 

Less than a handful of the clerks in- 
terviewed even knew that insecticides 
were a menace to bird life, only two 
could suggest chemicals which were 
least hazardous to birds, only one sug- 
gested how to use an insecticide so as 
not to kill ladybugs or spiders in spray- 
ing aphids. 

At the retail level in Canada, if Cal- 
gary is typical, the level of irresponsi-

bility is higher than even Rachel Carson 
suspected in -her sensational book, 
“Silent Spring.” The chemicals are being 
dispensed by clerks who are completely 
uninformed and uninstructed in the 
products they sell. 

This ignorance ran through the of- 
fices of the local distributors, They were 
surprised that anybody would be con- 
cerned about wild-life but they would 
write to Winnipeg or Toronto or Van- 
couver and see if they could get some 
information. 

This latest research arose from a 
letter of comment on my column from 
the general manager of one of the larg- 
est producers of insecticides. It ran to 
three: pages and detailed the steps his 
company had taken to acquaint the pub- 
lic with the hazards of chemicals. 


Their field men had conducted semi-__ 


nars, shown colored slides to over 40,000 
Canadians, had improved the warnings 
on labels and had adopted a highly re- 
sponsible attitude toward its products. 

How much of this enlightenment was 
percolating through to the general pub- 
lic? Alas, none. His company was alone 
in improving the poison warning to the 
public. But none of his labels contained 
any warning about the hazard of insec- 
ticide to wild-life. Yet his labels were 
the best of a very bad lot. 


Finest Print 


Most labels are printed in the small- 
est type devised by man. Many obvious 
poisons. are not labelled as poison. One 
bottle had the skull and crossed bones 
warning in such small type that it 
would likely have been missed by a 
casual reader or an aging gardener with- 
out his bifocals. 

The warnings on the labels are con- 
fined almost exclusively to protection of 
the sprayer. Do not inhale! Don't get 


jt on your skin! If it gets into your eyes, 
bathe for 15 minutes and call a doctor! 
Do not spray on fruit or vegetables 
within 30. days of eating! Keep it away 
from children; Don't get it on house- 
hold pets! Keep it-away from food! 

-. From the examination of scores of 
insecticide labels one melancholy con- 
clusion. gradually emerges—the labels 
séem designed more for the protection 
of the manufacturer than for any other 
reason. None failed to limit the war- 
ranty to “effective for the use claimed 
if used as directed.” 


No Better 


Nor was the other Mterature avail- 
able at insecticide counters.any better. 

To be fair, the approach to farm 
chemicals seems to be more restrained 
and Miss Carson's book was mostly con- 
cerned with the disastrous effects of 
farm-used chemicals on the balance of 


_ nature, Government action, both legis- 


lative and educational, is afoot in that 
field. But her Silent Spring will surely 
come to the cities of Canada if the sales 
of chemical insecticides continue their 
present almost slaphappy way. 

Here and there, of course, there is 
a glimmer of hope. The parks board of 
Calgary has completely abandoned the- 
use of DDT in favor of Malathion and 
the old reliable Rotenone. The former 
is perhaps the least harmful of the 
organic phosphates though by no means 
harmless. - 

The action of the Calgary. parks de- 
partment could be the start of a healthy 
trend if other parks departments follow 
suit. Those departments, which rode the 
DDT bandwagon for so long, will share 
with the chemical companies the respon- 
sibility for the “Silent Spring,” if and 
when our cities lose the rest of their 
songbirds.

So between Israel and Lebanon,, 
Syria and Jordan the status quo has held 
for 15 years with relatively little trouble, 
and most of that between Israel and 
Syria.

Apologia 

I note thet the recent lack of a 
quorum ior a few minutes in the 
House of Commons has sent some edi- 
torial writers off into their usual frenzy 
about “absenteeism” of our alleged 
highly paid MPs. 

The fact is that attendance in the 
House of Commons, per se, can be just 
about the most senseless waste of a 
member's time on many occasions. 

Everything that is said is recorded 
in Hansard and a member who has 
something to contribute can peruse this 
at his leisure and prepare his answers, 
since many. debates are set in order. 

An MP who is attending to wishes 
of his constituents, studying legislation,

I saw a classical example of this 
when I visited the United States Senate 
chamber during the recent filibuster on 
civil rights.
